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The Republican Party and the Constie
tution.

W are not of those who affect to despise or
discard the Constitution of the United States:
On the contrary, we regard it as the fanda-
mental law of the land, as binding in its moral
and politioal foree to-day as it ever was. We
hold obedience to ita provisions as among the
higheat duties of the ocitizen aud the most
polemn obligations of the officer. And it is
procisely becanss we hold these views, that we
advooate and defend the Republican party and
desire its continued suocess, and that we sup-
port the reconstruction policy of Congress, as
opposed to that of the President.

We regard the Republican party as the
great constitutional party of the country, and
its permanent suoccess as the only safe guar-
anteo of the faithful execution of that great
organic law of the nation, Especially in this
oontest with the President do we regard the
Republican party as holding the high vantage-
ground of a constitutional position.  For this
whole question, #o far a8 Mr. Johnson is con-
oermed, may be narrowed down to very
pmall limits. Both he and the Republican
party unite in regarding the overthrow of law-
ful State Governments in the late Rebel States
at the olose of the war, and as a consequence
of it, to have been a fuct accomplished. There
Is no disputing that point. Mr. Johnson's
first mepsage, laying down the outlines of his
plan of reconstruction, expressly recog-
nizes the fact that there were no
lawful governments in the late Rebel States,
Indeed, the very fact of attempting recon-
struotion at all, goes upon the assumption that
lawful government had been overthrown.
Now, granting this postulate, Mr. Johnson's
case becomes at once a hopeless one. He has
not a shred of the Constitution to stand upon
in his whole subsequent conrse. On the con-
frary, his every act has been in the most open
and flagrant violation of both the spirit and
the letter of the Constitution; and notwith-
standing his multiplied and hypocritical ap-
poals to the Constitution, and asseverations of
devotion to it, he stands before the country as
utterly regardless of its obligations and definnt
of its restraints. It is not necessary to use
many words to place this in so plain a light
that it cannot fail to command the conviction
of intelligent minds.

In the first place, under our form of gov-
ernment, the very fact that the President has
& recognized and avowed ‘““policy,” which he
Is endeavoring to force upon the country, is,
in and of itself, a violation of thespirii of the
Constitution. The Presidei is a mere execu-
tive. It is true he uay” commond to Congress
such measureg ey, may deem necegsary and
expedientsfyi Le may interpose a qualified

O hgainst acts of legislation; but that is all,
Having done these acts, his functions as affect-
ing legislation are exhausted. Beyond this he
bas nothing to do, but simply to execute the
laws passed by the law-making power in the
Government, The idea that the President may
have a *‘policy,” which he is trying to carry
out, whioh he uses the power and the patron-
ago of the Government to build aup, which he
sttempts by every device known to the chi-
canery of politics to render dominant over
that adopted by the representatives of
the people, is ome utterly destructive
of our system of government, and involves as
flagrant a breach of the spirit of the Constitu-
tion, as an attempt to disperse Congress by
foroe of arms would be of its letter, To allow
the President tfo do this wounld be to let him
practically usurp the legislative functions of
the Government, For the power and patron-
age of the President have increased so enor-
mously with the growth of our country, that,
if it were onoce oenceded that he might originate
and prosecute policles of legislative aotion,
oeven though he were to conflue himself, as
Mr. Johngon has not done, to procuring their
embodiment in laws regularly passed, the in-
dependence of the legislative body would be
fatally compromised, The President wounld
thus practically make the laws as well as exa-
oute them. The requirement of the Constitu-
tion is that the “policy” of the Government
shall be determined by Congress and execnted
by the President. But Mr. Johnson Las not
only had & “policy” purely Lis own, as op-
posed to that of the representatives of the
people, but he has also attempted to give that
policy force and effact, e law, outside of, and
independent of, the legisiative department of
the Government. Thix ig usurpation. Kvery
act done by Mr, Johnson in the late Rebel
Btates for which he did not liave the tluf.’wrih’:
of law, was an act of usarpation, His whole
.‘.tlmpt 10 oreate State uu‘"*’"llﬂl&ntﬁ oomes
under this category, Whers is the law whioh
suthorized him to create the offive of Pro.
visional Governor, and then, having orestad iy
‘to appeint men to O11 it without the dvis
and consent of the Senate | Where 1s the lauw
which authorized him to issue proclamations
fixing the qualifications of woters, oalling
conventions, and arravging all the para
phernalia of Btate Governments? Mr. Jolm.
gon did all these things, and he did
them without the authority of law. They wers
aots of legislation, designed to stand as perma-
pent, and to affect the destinies of millions ef
people. They were acts of leglslation, by which
the Prosident attemptad to settle, in accordance
with his owa views, and by kis own mere ipse
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dizit, the vastest political problem ever pro-
sentad to this mation to solve. It was an
attempt by one man, withont anthority, and in
defiance of the Constitution, to ocontrol the
praotioal results of a great war in which a
million of Ameridan citizens had laid down
their lives!

It is against guch & gigantic and overwhalm-
ing deseoration of the Constitution as this that
the Republican party has arrayed ituelf. It is
against this most fagrant and dangerous
usurpation that it invokes the judgment of
the American people.

The Claimg of the Demooratic Party to
the Soldiers® Votes.

Tue Democratio party, in the valn hopa of
obtaining the votes of our patriotic soldiers,
have placed thres Geneials in nomination for
important positions in this oity. These Gone-
rals, apparently false to those high principles
for which they drew their swords, have
allowsd their names to be used as standard-
bearers, and have accepled and endorsed the

platform, of this  organization, Tha
fact  of goldiers being upon one
ticket and ociviliana wupon another, does
not make a soldier issue, The Demo-

oratic party, ever working by the most insi-
dions means, has resorted to this side issue to
lead the minds of voters away from the great
and all-absorbing strnggle now going on be-
tween Andrew Johnson and the Reprosenta-
tives of the poople. This, then, is the true
fssue, no matter who may win a looal office,
whether one man shall hold despotic sway over

a whole country, or whether that man shall
exeente power In  aoccordance with the
law of the land. If the goldiers
and the loyal people of this country

can forget the past, they are the strangast
people on record. From the moment the first
gun was fired on Sumter till the present time,
we have been subjected by the Demooratic
party to more abuse, taunting, and reviling,
persistent and bitterly kept up, than the
Huguenots of France or the Puritans in Eng-
land. They asserted the war was a orime,
that it was a dastardly attack upon the
civil and politioal rights of the South; they
deolared it was a failure, and ought to cease:
they opposed the issue of bonds to pay the
debts of the nation; they opposed all measures
to recruit the exhausted ranks of the army;
they further opposed the payment of bountiss,
and the founding of hospitals and asylums
for our wounded, suffering, and orippled sol-
diers and sailors. This is the record of their
legislation, whilst their papers and magazines
hissed at us with the most malignant hatred,

They vilified and traduced our Generals,
looked sad when our armies were victorious,
and secretly chuckled at Rebel victories; so
that, whilst fighting treason with one hand,
we were holding by the throat these cowardly
backbiting sympathizers with the other. 0O
shame, where is thy blush!" for a party with
such a record to ask for the soldiers’ vote. They
were in sympathy with the secessionists
before the war; and the legal adviser of James
Buchanan—the same man who to-day is mani-
pulating Andrew Johnson—told the Rabels
to do as they pleased, break up the Union,
steal Government property, murder Union citi-
zens, and confiscate their honses aud lands;
